The main discussion of the interview is related to the claimed limitation in the independent claim 1, specifically, "at 
any given time." 

The applicant has clarified that the implementation of receiving commands from either host 1 or host 2 "at any given 
time" is implemented by having a buffer for each corresponding hosts, such as the Command Layer's Task Files, 
therefore able to implement the claimed limitation of receiving commands from either host 1 or host 2 "at any given 
time," even before logging in of the host. Where as, Talati's implementation of receiving commands from either host 1 
or host 2 "at any given time" is implemented after the host have been properly logged in. 

As the current independent 1 does not have a clear distinctive structure implementing the key feature of the 
invention, comprised in the claimed limitation "at any given time." Examiner will maintain his position regarding the 
rejection of independent claim 1 and reject the independent claim 1 by the combined teachings of Grieff and Talati. 
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
